How Cheese is Colored. 

The article now commonly used for this 
purpose is annotto, which is put into the 
milk in small quantities just before the 
curd is formed, and the shade given to the 
cheese depends upon the quantity used. 
The trouble heretofore has been that ma- 
kera found great difficulty in keeping up a 
standard color. The annotto paste, which 
is imported from Brazil and Guinea, is very 
unreliable In quality, and is without un- 
formity of appearance. It is bard to find 
two lots of the same shade, while a greater 
portion of it is adulterated with farfna- 
ceous and mineral substances, many of 
which are highly injurious. England has 
obviated this abuse to a certain extent in 
the preparation of a fluid extract, but 
which has never become popular in this 
country, by reason of its great cost. 

In view of the difficulties arising from 
the use of paste, an article has lately been 
manufactured by an American chemist, 
which is now taking precedence of every 
other “variety of annotto. In point of 
strength, beauty of color, purity, and 
econemy, it surpasses every other prepera- 
tion heretofore manutactured for a like 
purposes 

The new article ts called annottoine or 
dry extract of annotto, and manufactured 
from the frult or seeds of the Bixa orelana, 
which is indigenous to Brazil and many 
parts of South America. The color lies 
wholly on the surface of the seeds. These 
are washed ina chemically prepared water, 
by an ingeniously contrived process, until 
no More color remains upon them. The 

water is then drawn off and the coloring: 
matter precipitated by a solvent, which
